Secretary OBishop, of the Ohio boarl 
of arbitration; Secretary Williams 
raid others. 


The conference was still in session 


at 3 p. on. Nothing developed and 
nothing can be learned of the pro- 
ceedings. It is believed they are still 
waiting to hear from Hew York in 
reference to another conference with 
the coinbino officials.

The water problem presented itself 


to the city authorities again yester- 
day with renewed emphasis, when 
the chief engineer reported that the 
continuous drain on the supply had 
again reduced the level in the reser- 
voir to the danger mark. 
Mayor 


Berghoff had just returned to the 
city from a short business trip .to 
Chicago, and being disinclined to 
assume the entire responsibility .im- 
mediately called 
the water works 


committee, the council committee and 
the citizens' committee for special 
session at 7:30 last night. The no- 
tices were served by< special messen- 
ger and at the appointed hour nearly 
all 
the 
members' of the several 


bodies were present. The mayor 
briefly presented the situation, said 
the emergency was presented 
and 


prompt, intelligentiand united action 
was necessary to relieve the necessity 
of again turning on the canal sup* 
ply. 
'An open discussion then fol- 


lowed. It was suggested to nil the 
reservoir <arid 
pump against the 


valves with direct pressure; to cut 
off portions of the -city altogether; 
to prohibit sprinkling of every kind; 
to shut off the entire city during the 
night time. These

agreed upon as being feasible.

COMMITTEE A0AIN (MEETS. 
The same joint committee met this 


morning and paid a visit to the reser- 
voir. Chairman McCulloch said that 
they found the big basin in bad con- 
dition, but not much worse than it 
has been for some time, and not in as 
bad shaps as it was once before when 
it was repaired. 
The trouble with 


the reservoir, in Mr. McCulloch's 
opinion, is that it was improperly 
constructed, both as to shape and to 
thick ness of walls. 
He said that 


the wall might slide down a little 
more if the water was allowed to get 
lower, but did not think that it would 
be irretrievably ruined 
if all the 


water was taken out. 
He stated that 


telegrams had been received from 
Downieville, Pa., that 
one of the 


Downie pumps had been shipped yes- 
terday and that the other would be 
shipped today, and that both should 
arrive this week. 
A compressor has 


been ordered from Chicago, but he 
could not say when it would get here; 
.probably within a few days.

Hoffman, a member of the committee, 
grasped the situation while at the 
reservoir. 
He sold that he did not 


believe the committee had much to do 
with discussing the reservoir so much 
as they had with trying to get water 
to put into it 
He then (proposed to 


the trustees that the gas company 
would allow the use of a million and 
a half compressor used by the gas 
company at Bluffton until the city 
could procure a compressor of its own. 
This compressor will uot be needed 
by the gas company until fall and he 


L the city could have it free of 


charge. 
The offer was promptly ac- 


epted, and Mr. Hoffman says that 
ithin twenty minutes of its accept- 
.nce workmen were engaged in tak- 
ng it apart 
It will be loaded on 


wagons and brought to the city to- 
ight some time and will be immedi- 
ately set up at the north side station. 
&ngineer Baxter said it would re- 
LUire about three or four days to pipe 
and connect the well for its use. 


This morning the water in the res- 
rvoir was six and one-half feet low, 
,nd that level was not reduced much 
during the day. 
This morning all 


the policemen were instructed to stop 
all sprinkling of lawns, to stop 
iprinkling in parks and at Linden- 
wood, and to continue the prohibitory 
>rders for forty-eight hours. 
In 


consequence but little water is being 
used today for other than domestic 
purposes, and by tomorrow night the 
•eservoir is expected to be again 
filled. 
A day or two will witness the 


operation of the auxiliary compres- 
sor and then, the committee sincerely 
lopes the emergency will have passed 
or the summer.

books, but this proved untrue, haying 
its only foundation in the fact that 
one of the head bookkeepers was con- 
fined to his home by illness* 


Lack of facilities for the proper 


clerical needs of the concern, which 
had acquired an enormous commis- 
sion rade, was, according to a state- 
ment given the Associated (Press by 
Attorney John S, Goodwin, who, as a 
representative 
of the law firm of 


Black & Goodwin, has taken charge of 
the company's affairs, tie sole rea- 
son 
for 
temporarily 
suspending 


business. The tangled condition of 
the books became apparent 
some 


time ago, when, the board of trade 
directors ruled that the Phillips com- 
pany should iuraiah to each member 
of the May corn pool a detailed 'ac- 
count of the entire transaction. A 


large force was .then put to work on 
the books and in their, efforts to diff- 
entagle the ^multitudinous trades it 
became apparent that every trade on 
the company's books since November, 
1900, 
would have to .be checked 


over, entailing an enormous amount 
of work. As the firm^ bu^-^sft kept 
increasing at 4 remarkable ->«!>' the 
machinery of the tomse TW found 
inadequate, and at midnighVon July 
31st it was decided to .Mmply trans- .

Hogs—Thresher Loses Machine. 


John Aznstutz. a wall known and) 


prosperous 
farmer of Cedar Creek] 


township, 
suffered 
a severe loss j 


Wednesday and in a most peculiar 
manner. 
The loss consisted of the 


destruction of his two large barns, 
together with all the contents, the 
entire year's harvest 
of hay and 


wheat and such farming* utensils as 
would be found in barns of that kind 
at this season. 


Particulars 
of the fire are very 


meager. It appears that a thresher, 
whose name is not given, had in- 
stalled his thresher on the premises, 
the separator being on the- floor of 
one barn and the engine some dis- 
tance away. 
The day's work had 


just commenced at about 10 o'clock 
;nd about twenty bushels of wheat 
had been threshed, when the thresher 
choked up and was stopped to remove 
uhe obstruction. 
Suddenly smoke 


#as seen issuing from the separator 
and a moment later flames burst out 
from the machine. The conflagration 
was rapid and fierce and made such 
progress that a hog stable adjacent 
WAS also 
consumed before six or 


seven hogs could be removed. An- 
other large barn close by was soon 
enveloped by the flames and with its 
companion was reduced to ashes in 
rn almost incredibly short period. 
The engine was not injured and most 
tt the outbuildings were saved. 


The Sentinel's informant was un- 


,ible to say whether there was any 
insurance, neither could he give any 
estimate of the probable loss. Inas- 
much as Hir. Amstutss is a progressive 
farmer and owns about 200 acres of 
land in one tract, the loss must run 
into -thousands, 
at least, but it is 


presumed that he carried some in- 
surance. The origin of the fire is a 
mystery, the most generally accepted 
theory 
being- that a match or a 


number of matches must in some way 
have been fed into the machine and 
beccnie ignited h: passing 
through 


the burrs. 
Another theory is that 


the stoppage or choking of the ma- 
chine may have 1)een occasioned by 
a hot journal 
and a fire may have 


been communicated in that manner.

And rather than <;o above 16 or 13 
foot in diameter 1 advice increasing 
the capacity by building more silos. 
The cra/e ju<4 now is for the round 
stave silos, but I think the average 
farmer who expects to build a silo 
would better build a square frame 
with rounded corners, for the follow- 
ing1 reasons: 


A square wood silo A \ i t h ribs or 


girts around it horizontally, lined up 
and down inside iwiil \veatlierboarded 
outside, whether built in a barn or 
outside, whether tied to another 
building1 or standing alone, will al- 
w«t\s be firm and rii^id, and will not 
MiflVr from the drying-out- process 
that occurs during the hot weather, 
when the silo is empty. And this, I 
think, is a strong point in favor of 
the frame silo. 
I have learned of 


round silos that went- to wreck, like 
nn old barrel, in the dry weather. In 
•the AVisconsin bulletin No. 
S3 
the 


writer says he visited a number of 
Atavo silos that were badly damaged 
and wrecked in this drying-out proc- 
ess and by the wind. 
In my judg- 


ment this wrecking1 process would 
be worse in a silo where the staves 
had been spliced, for they must- be 
made weaker in splicing the staves.

THEY DYNAMITE A MAIL CAR 


DID NOT GET ANY BOOTY OF

Chicago. Aug. 1*—Seven suspects 


are under arrest in connection with 
the hold-up of the Baltimore 
and 


Ohio limited, westbound, last even* 
ing. thirty-one miles southeast of this 
city. Three of the prisoners 
weie 


found hovering about a campfire east 
of Millers, Ind«, 
not far from tht 


scene of the hold-up. They gave tho 
names of HcCoy, Becker and Israel- 
son. The other four were taken in at 
Albion, Ind. There is apparently 
no conclusive evidence 
against the 


men. Bloodhounds taken to the scene 
early today did not readily take the 
trail, owing to the oil-soaked condi- 
tion of the track and road *bed in the 
vicinity, 


A launch has constantly patrolled 


Lake Michigan in the hope that the 
robbers would attempt to escape in 
that direction, Nothing has trans- 
pired in that direction, however. 


The engiiiesr and fireman were un- 


able to identify any of the suspects 
captured near "Millers Station, owing 
to the fact that the f.icss of the ban- 
dits had been concealed by masks. 


THE HOLD-TTP. 


The train which was held up was 


due to arrive in Chicago at 9 o'clock 
last night and was stopped an hour 
earlier between Edgemoor and Grand 
Calumet Heights, Ind., thirty-one 
miles southeast of Chicago, in a wild 
section of country. One of the mail 
cars, which contained no money, was 
dynamited and wrecked. 
The At- 


tempt at robbery was made after 
the two mail cars hnd been detached 
from the train and run a quarter of 
a mile ahead. 
The failure of the 


robbers to make a I'ich haul was clue 
to the fact that the express car which 
contained the train's treasure was in 
an unusual place. It was the third 
car in the train. After wrecking the 
mail car and obtaining- no booty the 
robbers disappeared in the darkness 
without attempting- to rectify their 
mistake. The only loot they carried 
away with them as a result of their 
id venture was the gold watch of 
the engineer. 


The train was the New York and 


Washington vestibuled limited. Most 
ftf the trainmen were shot at and 
had narrow escapes from the bullets. 
No person was injured either by +he 
dynamite or firearms. 


The place where the robbery oc- 


curred is a lonely district in which 
few people live and houses are f in- 
between. No better place for a train 
robbery could be desired by the rob- 
bers. 


The trsin was running at a high 


rate of speed as it went by Calumet 
Heights, and immediately after pass- 
ing out of sight of the station En- 
gineer J. W, Collins saw directly !n 
front of his engine n large fire on 
which some rails liad been placed. 
He slowed down, and as he did so 
three men wearing masks ov^r their 
faces jumped into the c?.b and cov- 
ered Collins ;xnd his fireman. James 
Whipple, with revolvers. 


Just before climbing into the cab 


the three men commenced to fire with 
their revolvers in order to frighten 
away all assistance. 
The shots pro- 


duced the liveliest kind of a p:\nic 
in the sleeping cars, where the pas- 
sengers made every effort to hi'le 
their money and valuables 
before 


the robbers could get at them. No 
attempt was made, however, to rob 
any of the passengers. 
The fusillade 


had the effect of making them keep 
inside the cars. 


After mounting into the cab of the 


engine the robbers, covering the en- 
gineer and fireman with their re- 
volvers, made them step down and 
g-o back the length of two cars. They 
ordered the men to uncouple the first 
two cars, which was clone. 
They 


then hustled the two trainmen biek 
into the cab and, still keeping tho 
engineer covered with revolvers, di- 
rected him to pull up some distance 
from the rest of the train. 


Collins ran up 200 feet and war, 


then directed to stop. 
He did so 


and while one of the men remained 
to guard him the others jumped oft* 
nnd, hurling dynamite at the door o: 
the car which they judged to be th-j 
express car, burst open the 
door 


Hastily climbing in to get at the 
safe, they were astonished to find 
they had broken into a mail car. 
They threatened the engineer with 
death for not telling them the cars 
which he had uncoupled were not 
express cars and ordered him to re- 
turn at once and uncouple the 
car behind the baggage cars* 


Climbing once more into hi* cab 


distance as on the first occasion and 
the robbers, still leaving him under 
the charge of one of their number. 
made for this car. When 
they 


reached it, they found, to their $reo.t 
wrath, that they had attackei an- 
other mail car and that it contained 
no .money. 


FLIGHT OF THE BANDITS. 


The train had been delayed now 


fully thirty minutes, and, evidently 
fearing that if they 
delayed any 


longer help would be coming to the* 
train crew, the robbers gave up their 
attempt to rob the train, and, ju'.rp- 
ing down, ran into a thicket of scrub 
oaks at the side of the track arul dis- 
appeared, 
The ti*ain was hastily 


made up and came on to Chicago, ar- 
riving here somewhat la-te, a stco 
having been made at Whiting to re- 
port the robbery. 
Officers were at 


once sent after the robbers, and with- 
in an hour after the robbery a large 
posse wns on their trail. 


Charles A. Cross, conductor of the 


train, brought into the city last night 
several sticks of dynamite that had 
been left by the robbers at the side of 
the track. UI heard some shooting," 
stud the conductor, "and looked oxu 
to see what v;as 'the matter, t saw 
the engineer and fireman running 
down the track, followed by three 
men. I had no time to look at more 
than that, for I saw two flashes of 
flame close to the car and a bullet 
went by my head as one of them 
called out 


" 'Keep your head in there if y:>u 


don't want it blown off.* 


" 'Certainly.' I -said, and I pulled il 


in as quickly as I knew how. I saw 
that the men were making a mis- 
take in getting the wrong cars, so 
when I beard them go off up the 
track I expected to hear them come 
back again in a few minutes, which 
they did. However, they had 110 bet- 
ter luck that time than on the first 
trip, and it was not a robbery of 
much profit to them. I think there 
were more than t.hree men engaged in 
the robbery, for I saw two other men 
standing beside the track just at the 
time the engineer pulled out with the 
two cars. They evidently saw thai 
their companions had made a mis- 
take and judged that delays wer*» 
dangerous, for after shouting some- 
thing to the men who were with the 
engineer and fireman, they ran 
the bushes." 


It is estimated that $5^.000 


stored in. the express ojir, n::rl it is 
believed the robbers knew of the 
large amount of money and valuables 
aboard.

Boers fifteen miles from the railway 
at Dooran river. Orange Kiver col- 
ony, where they were cut off by 200 
Boers, and, after defending them- 
selves in a small building, they sur- 
rendered when their ammunition v/as 
exhausted.

After the surrender the

Secretary 'Bishop, of the Ohio board 
of arbitration; Secretary 
Williams 


and others. 


The conference was still in session 


at 3 p. -in. Nothing developed and 
nothing can be learned of tlie pro- 
ceedings. It is believed they are still 
waiting to hear from New York in 
reference to another conference with 
the combine officials.

The disobedience of 


orders was an 
established fact 


whether unwillingly or willingly.

Brooklyn on July 3, 1898, and1 the 
fact that you disobeyed orders as 're- 
ported by you in your telegram dkted 
Kingston, May 28, 189S, in which 
you say: 'Much to be renia'.ed, can- 
not obey orders of the derailment.' 


Inasmuch, however, as it is the 


department's purpose that tho court 
shall be absolutely free to report, if 
such shall be found to be the case, 
that yon did not wilfully disobey the 
orders, or that you -were justified in 
disobeying them, and ihat this.uiay 
be clearly understood, your letter of 
the 27th ultimo, with copy of this 
reply, will be duly forwarded 'to the 
court.

the special committee of waterworks 
this evening at 7:30, at waterworks 
office.

In response to tliis call the entire 


committee hastened to the city hall, 
and.after consulting- upon the situ- 
ation decided that an appeal be madi 
to the people to refrain for a day or 
two from all use of water not abso- 
lutely necessary, and to this end de 
cided to issue the following notice: 


"To tho Public: 
Recognizing the 


danger of great damage to our water- 
works system which now exists, and 
in order t° avoid again turning into 
the mains the water from the feeder 
canal, we, the undersigned, urgently 
appeal to our fellow citizens to fore- 
go for the next forty-eight hours, all 
use of the city water save that which 
is absolutely necessary for culinary 
and sanitary purposes. We particu- 
larly ask everyone, whether using on 
a schedule or through meter, to re- 
frain from all sprinkling of lawns 
washing' of buggies and continuous 
running of taps until the conditions 
improve. 
The injury to our lawns 


will be but a small matter as com- 


pared to the loss involved in the de- 
struction of the reservoir, and the 
probable injury to our expensive 
pumping system that would be apt to 
ensue i£ the pressure against the 
pumps now furnished by the reillT- 
voir was removed.

GEEAT VALUE. 


Cliicago, Aug. 1,—Seven suspects 


are under arrest in connection witli 
the hold-up of the Baltimore 
find 


Ohio limited, westbound, last even- 
ng-, thirty-one miles southeast of this 
city. 
Three of the prisoners 
weie 


found hovering about a campfire etist 
of Millers. Ind., 
not far from tht 


scene of the hold-up. They gave tho 
mines of McCoy, Becker and Israel- 


-011. 
The other four were taken in at 


Albion, lad. 
There is apparently 


no conclusive evidence 
against the 


men. Bloodhounds taken to the scene 
;arly today did not readily take the 
[.rail, owing to the oil-soaked condi- 
tion of the track and road lied in the 
vicinity. 


A launch 'has constantly patrolled 


Lake Michigan in the hope that the 
robbers would attempt to escape in 
that direction.

The eiiginesr and fireman were un- 


able to identify any of the suspects 
captured near Millers Station, owing 
to the fact that tho f.ices of the b:m- 
ditr, had bef-n concealed by masks. 


THE HOLD-TIP. 


The train which was held up was 


clue to arrive in Chicago at 9 o'clock 
last night and was stopped an hour 
earlier between Edgemoor and Grand 
ialumet Heights, Ind., thirty-one 
miles southeast of Chicago, in a wild 
section of country. One of the mail 
car?, which contained no money, was 
dynamited and wrecked. 
The -\t- 


tempt at robbery was made after 
the two mail cars hod been detached 
from the train and run a quarter of 
a mile ahead. 
The failure of the 


robbers to make a rich haul was due 
to the fact that the express car which 
cont.iinrd the train's treasure was in 
an unusual place. It was the third 
car in the train. After wrecking the 
ninil car and obtaining no booty M'C 
robbers disappeared in the darkness 
without attempting to rectify their 
mistake. The only loot they carried 
away with them as a result of their 
id venture was the gold watch of 
the engineer. 


The train was the New York and 


Washington vestibuled limited. Wlnst 
nf tlie trainmen were shot at and 
had narrow escapes from the bullotf. 
No person was injured either by *he 
dynamite or firearms.

ittenrpt to rob the train, and, jump- 
ing1 down, ran into a thicket of scrub 
onks at tlie side of the track and dis- 
appeared. 
The train was hastily 


made up and came on to Chicago, ar- 
riving here somewhat late, a stct) 
having: been made at "Whiting to re- 
port the robbery. 
Officers were at 


once sent after the robbers, and with- 
in an hour after the robbery a large 
posse was on their trail. 


Charles A. Cross, conductor of the 


train, brought into the city last night, 
several sticks of dynamite that had 
been left by the robbers at the ,=skle of 
the track. '•! heard some shooting,'1 


said the conductor, "and looked our 
to see what was the matter. I saw' 
the engineer and iireman rumiin"' 
down the track, followed by three 
men. I had no time to look at more 
tl:an that, for I saw two flashes of 
flame close to the car and a bullnt 
went by my head as one of them 
called out 


'Keep your head in there if yau 


don't want it blown off.' 


" 'Certainly,' I said, and I pulled it 


n as quickly ns I knew how. I sa^r 
that the men were making n mis- 
take in getting the wrong cars, uo 
when I Jieard them go off up the 
track I expected to hear them come 
back again in a few minutes, which 
they did. However, they hud no bet- 
:er luck that time than on the first 
:rip. nnd it was not a robbery of 
much profit to them. I think there 
were more than Oiree men engaged in 
the robbery, for I saw two other men 
standing beside the track just at the 
time the engineer pulled out with Ehe 
two cars. They evidently saw t:h.\t 
;heir companions had made a mls- 
;ake and judged that delays wev 
dangerous; for after shouting some- 
.hing to the men who were with the 
engineer an:l fireman, they r.vi iu'.'j 
the bushes." 


It is estimated that $5^,000 was 


stored in the express C:ir. aiirl it :a 
relieved the robbers Icnew of the 
large amount of money and valuables 
board. 


They threatened the engine 
death for not telling them the cars 
which he hod uncoupled were not 
express cars and ordered him to re- 
turn at once and uncouple the nex 
car behind the baggage cars.
